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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.3 12.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 12, line 9, delete "a moveabe mirror", and insert --a moveabe mirror, the 
mirror not a diffractive grating- 
Claim 18, line 7, delete "a mirror positionable", and insert -- a mirror, the mirror 
not a diffractive grating, moveable— 

Claim 32, line 6, delete "an moveable" and insert -a moveable - 
Claim 58, line 8, delete "positionable", and insert -moveable- 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 12-23, 32, 34- 
40, 43-46, 58 and 60. 

With respect to claims 12-23, Karlsen et al. (US 6529542), Farries et al. ('US 5163058) 
and Papen et al. (US 5379310) fail to discloses or suggest an array of single wavelength lasers on 
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a substrate, each laser emitting light at a specific wavelength as determined by dimensional 
variable of each laser. In contrast, Karlsen, Farrries, and Papen disclose arrays of laser that all 
laser produces the same wavelength. Karlsen, Farrries, and Papen do not disclose the moveable 
mirror and in contrast, they disclose diffractive gratings. These diffractive gratings select light 
from the laser arrays at the same wavelength and output different wavelengths. 

With respect to claims 32, 34-40, 43-44, Edelstein (US 5220463) and Mirrov (US 
6236666) fail to teach an optical element that is moveable in a direction substantially 
perpendicular to the array of lasers. In contrast, Edelstein teaches away the invention by 
disclosing an optical element that is moveable in the parallel to the direction of the input optical 
path. 

With respect to claims 45 and 48, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
moveable mirror and an array of lenses. 

With respect to claims 58 and 60, the prior art fails to teach an invention as shown in the 
claims with an array of single wavelength lasers, . . . each laser emitting light at a specific 
wavelength as determined by a grating fabricated within each laser.
